CHARGE AGAINST DUBLIN 
WOMAN. 


A remarkable story was told when Mary 
Lalor, aged about 22, of no fixed address, 
was charged with failing to report to the 
probation officer in Dublin, as she was bound 
to do under a recognisance entered into on 
fhe 6th inst. before Mr. G. P. Cussen, District 
Justice. 

Detective Lee stated that he arrested the 
defendant on Monday at Union Quay 
Barracks, Cork, and took her back to Dublin.

The defendant, it appeared, was found in

SHAREHOLDER'S ACTION. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

Mr. Dickie, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Poole (instructed by Messrs. Bennett Thomp- 
son and Edwards) applied for an order for 
the winding-up of the company of Messrs. 
Hodgins and Co., Ltd., 4 South William 
street, Dublin, the petitioner being. Mr. 
‘South 
Circular road, Dublin, who formerly, with 
Mr. Joseph T'. Horan, was joint managing 
director of the company. Counsel said that 
this was not an ordinary petition to wind-up 
a company on account of insolvency or any- 
thing of that kind, but was a petition brought 
by a shareholder who, with his family, held 
one-sixth of the shares, the other five-sixths 
being held by another family, the Horans ; 
and the petitioner stated that the - three 
members of the family who held the five-sixths 
were getting salaries out of the reserve fund 
of the company at the expense of the mimority 
of the shareholders.“ He cited a number of 
authorities in support of. his argument -that 
the Court could wind-up a company for any 
reason that it thought fit in the winding-up 
of a partnership, and, submitting that if this 
were a partnership’ he would be entitled to 
an order, he contended that he was entitled 
to a winding-up order in this. case. . 

Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., who,- with Mr. 
Morgan Byrne (instructed by Messrs. W. 
Mooney and Son), appeared for the company, 
said that there was no dispute about the law. 
The question was one of fact.. 

Mr. Dickie referred to the petition in which 
the petitioner referred to the incorporation of 
the company and the articles of association; 
one of which was that no dividend should be! 
payable except out of the profits arising from 
the business of the company. The peti- 
tioner stated that down to the year 1913 the 
company paid a dividend each year on its 
Ordinary shares, and at the same time ac- 
cumulated large cash halances~—when he. 
retired in 1916, the sum of £6,722, the reserve 
fund being £3,350. For the years 1923,. 1924, 
1925, and 1926 the working expenses exceeded 
the gross profits of the company.. The com- 
pany, however, owned liquid-essets, out of the 
income from which it paid the Debenture and 
Preference dividends, but no dividend had’ 
been paid on the Grdinary shares during any of 
these four years, although during atl theee 
years the company had a. reserve. fund ac- 
cumulated out of the profits exceeding £9,000, } 
and a cash balance and investment exceeding 
£14,000. 

The petitioner was dissatisfied with the 
management of the company’s business, 
which, he believed, was being conducted by 
Michael Horan and his ‘sons in their own 
interests to the detriment of the Ordinary 
shareholders. 

In an affidavit of Joseph Thomas Horan, 
managing director of the company, it was 
stated that the salaries of the directors’ were 
not unreasonable or excessive, and were fixed 
at the general meeting in March, 1921, with 
the full concurrence of the petitioner. The 
policy of building up a large reserve had 
been fully approyed by the petitioner, 
and the company hoped that the reserve now 
having reached a figure of about £10,000, and 
with the improvement in profits shown in this 
year’s trading, they ‘would be‘ able to declare 
dividends on the Ordinary shares in future. 
He believed that the mm of the company 
was in the best interests and for the benefit 
of the shareholders. 

Mr. Dickie read a report. concerning. the 
value of the shares and minutes of various 
meetings of the company. | 

Mr. Geoghegan said that the petitioner was 
the great increaser of ‘salaries at these meet- 
ings. 

Mr, Dickie—When’ the Ordinary shares 
were paid from profits he proposed it, be- 
cause there were profits out of which it could 
be paid. 

Counsel had not concluded, when the Court* 
rose, and the further hearing was adjourned 
till to-day.

GUARD ACQUITTED OF THEFT 


(BEFORE JUDGE ROCHE.) 

Described by Mr. OU. Lavery, K.C., pro- 
secuting counsel, as @ member of the 
Metropolitan Division, Civic Guard, William 
Kelly pleaded not guilty to a charge of break- 
ing into the shop of Mr. Thomas Carson, 
North Earl street, on the 27th October last 
and stealing cigarette holders and a pipe. 

Guard Culhane stated that he went out on 
daty at 2.20 a.m, on the 27th October, ac- 
companied by the accused, who took up his 
beat in Earl street. When the witness was 

oing off duty at 6 o'clock that morning Mr. 

arson’s window was broken, and there was 
a guard in charge of it. There was a sun 
blind blowing about which migkt have broken 
the window. 

Guard Sheridan stated that while standing 
at the corner of Henry street he was called 
by the accused to Earl street, where Guard 
Kelly showed him Carson’s window broken. 
Guard Kelly took out cigarettes and tobacco, 
and wanted the witness to take a box of 
cigarettes, but he refused to do so, and 
‘advised Kelly to have nothing to do with the 
property. Kelly then put back the articles, 
and the witness returned to his beat in Henry 
street. 

Sergeant Finlay, who described the manner 
in which the window was broken, stated that 
the accused alleged to him that it was in that 
condition when he took up duty. When there 
the witness and the accused fixed up the 

ind. -. 

Cross-examined-by Mr. P. J. Roe (instructed 
by Mr. 8. H. Derham and Messrs. Duggan 
and O'Reilly), for the defence, the witness 
said that it was Guard Kelly {the accused) 
who. first drew his attention to the fact that 
the window was broken. 

| Mr. Thomas Carson, proprietor of the 
] establishment,-stated that when he arrived at 
hts shop on the morning in question he found 
a large hole in the bottom of the window. 
The stock was knocked about. He missed 
two cigarette holders, valued at 20s. and 
15s. 6d. respectively, and a pipe valued at 
6s. 6d. During the day Guard Kelly called in 
and spoke about the blind. The witness said 
that it was a pity that the window could not 
have been saved. Three people were employed 
in the shop. 

Inspector Beggs stated that when charged 
and cautioned Guard Kelly said, “I am not 
guilty ; I never did anything like that.” 

The accused, examined in his defence, 
emphatically denied the charge. . When he 
went to the window, he said, It was broken, 
‘and he reported the matter to Sergeant Finlay. 

In reply ‘to Mr. Lavery, the witness said 
that it was by way of a joke that he asked 
Guard Sheridan to take a packet of cigarettes 
‘out of the broken window. 

Mr. Roe, addressing the jury, pointed to 
the unlikelihood of the accused breaking and 
entering ae in. the manner described. 

The jury found the prisoner not guilty, and 
he was discharged.

The hearing was concluded of the case in 
which Mrs. Ellen Daly, 3 St; James’s terrace, 
Dublin, ‘claimed damages against Solomon 
Goodman. and his “wife, both of 1 Herbert 
street, Dublin, for alleged slander by the 
defendant, Mrs. Goodman, on the 18th May 
last. The words complained of were that 
plaintiff was the cause of Mrs. Goodman’s 
unhappiness with her husband. A further 
slander complained of by the plaintiff was a 
statement that she forged bills of Mrs. 
Turner, a fishmonger. : 

The defence was a denial that the words 
were spoken, and, alternatively, that, if 
spoken, they did not refer to the plaintiff; 
and that the words, if spoken, were merely 
vulgar abuse. 

An amendment to the defence was allowed 
by the judge to. the effect.that the defendant, 
Solomen Goodman, objected that the state- 
ment of claim disclosed no cause of action 
against him, and that he was not a necessary 
or proper party to the action. 

An amendment of the statement of claim 
was also allowed in reference to. the allega- 
tion of forgery by the substitution of the 
precise words given in evidence by the 
laintiff, namely—‘‘ Don’t be a fool; you 
Bus all about forging them.’’ : 

Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., and Mr. Gavan 
Duffy (instructed by Messrs. A. Cox and 
Co.) appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr. 
William Black (instracted by Mr. A. Wood- 
cock) for the defendant. . 

The jury found for plaintiff for £150, and 
judgment was entered accordingly. 

Mr. Geoghegan asked the Court to certify 
for High Court costs. 

Mr. Black opposed on the ground that the 
case could have been properly heard in the 
Circuit Court. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan, in the exercise of his

MARKETING OF PORK. 


awards to 


NORTHERN FARMERS TAKE 
ACTION. 


Mr. Robert Stevenson presided at a large 
meeting of farmers at Artigarvan, Strabane, 
on Monday night, in eonnection with the 
better marketing of pork. 

The Chairman said that the present system 
of marketing pork, ,whereby they. brought 
their dead pigs to the market and —— 
the price. that the buyers attending them 
offered, was a most unsatisfactory one, and 
the farmers were the sufferers, for they did 
not get the price to which they were entitled. 

THE CO-OPERATIVE MOVEMENT. 

Mr. J. Johnston, secretary, Ulster Agri- 
cultural Organisation Society; Ltd., Belfast, 
said that.to his mind the position in regard 
to the marketing of pork during the last few 
months. had been exactly similar to the posi- 
tion that the farmer was in regard to the 
marketing of butter thirty years ago. Then 
the farmer was getting sixpence per Ib. “for 
his pork. They knew how the position was 
changed in regard to marketing of butter by 
the formation of co-operative societies who 
built creameries. 

Thirty years’ ago if the farmer asked what 
price he would get for his butter in Omagh 
or some ohter market the following day the 
buyer would laugh, and say he could not 
give them the price, and now the creamery 
manager was able to tell them exactly what 
the price would be. next day or that week, 
and they wanted similar information to be 
given in regard to the pork. The pork buyers 
said that it could not be done, but they told 
them that it could be done exactly on the 
same lines as in regard to the butter. They 
were there that night to decide what steps to 
take to put pork. in the same. position. First 
of all they had to go on co-operative lines, 
and it was only on such that they would 
secure their proper place in the British 
markets as the other agricultural. countries 
had already done. Their idea was to have 
their association on the cheapest and most 
economical lines. : Their intention was to have 
an association for each county, but. the 
County Tyrone was so big that they had found 
it necessary to have two: They will never 
get. the best price for their pork as long as 
the present system continaed. The farmers 
should be able to obtain the price. of pork 
before they killed their pigs, and under the 
new system they would get that, through 
their Association. Each branch would have 
one representative on the Central Committee. 

DECISION OF THE MEETING. 
Mr. R. H. Todd, Castlederg, said that they 


| had a very flourishing branch in Castlederg, 


and their activities spread as far as the Free 
State, and they had the Castlefin farmers 
coming with their pork to Castlederg, to rail 
them from there. 

On the motion of Mr. John Bailey, 
seconded by Mr. John O'Neill, it was 
unanimously decided to form a branch of the 
Pig Feeders’ Association. 


III. — 
COLLEGE THEOLOGICAL SOCIETY 


At a meeting of the College Theological 
Society, at Trinity College, Dublin, last Mon- 
day, Mr. R. C. Ellis read a paper on 
‘‘Punishment.”” The Rev. A. H. McNeile, 
President of the Society, presided, 

Mr. . Ellis asked: “Why are people 
punished?”’ He gave three reasons why this 
should be so. The first was that it. must be 
retributive, and secondly that.it must be re- 
formative, and thirdly it must be a deterrent. 
He thought that these three elements were 
mutually interdependent. He thought that 
punishment was a form-of training by which 
the soul might be prepared for God. 

With regard to future punishment, he 
thought that it was impossible to lay down 
any definite doctrine. He stated that three 
theories concerning this -fntore punwhment 
were held to-day. Firstly, that of everlasting 
torment ; secondly, the theory of universalism 
—that ig the doctrine that all men ' shoald 
finally be saved; and thirdly, the theory of 
conditional immortality. 

The lecturer thought that all that could be 
derived from a study of the Scriptures was 
that it would be gloriously well with “he good, 
and unutterably evil with the wicked. 

The Hon. Librarian, in speaking to the 
aper, expressed the view that there would 
e some kind of future Divine punishment. 
“ How could a criminal and a saint dwell 
in the same place?” he asked. 

Mr. R. G. 8. Gregg, M.B.. said that he 
did not believe in eternal punishment. — . 

Mr. J. A. G. Lamb, B.A. was of the 
opinion that the idea of -retribution was over- 
emphasised. Punishment as a means.of reform 
commended itself to him.

A TALK TO THE PRESS. 


When I was present at this conference.

The ¥isit to Dublin this week of Johann 
Strauss, son oí the “ Waltz King,’’ 
renders it of interest to give a short 
account of this remarkable family. Johann 
Strauss of the third generation has un- 
doubted musical .gifts, but at present it 
only concerns us to write ot his father, of 
“ Blue Danube ’’ fame, and of his grand- 
father, of *‘ Radatzky*March’” fame. 

THE. WALTZ GENRE. 

Let us, howevez, presume that the waltz 
genre dates from 1780, when Laborde pub- 
lished “ Allemanda de Strausburg,’’ and 
we know from Michael Kelly (the Irish 
friend of Mozart) that the waltz was all 
the rage in Vienna in 1785, after which, 
in 1790, it was introdueed imto Lendon, 
and published by Preston, in his 
‘“Twenty-four Country Dances for the 
Year 1790.”’ but did not make much head- 
way until 1797. 

Most musicologisis, however, are inclined 
to date the waltz genre from the ap- 
pearance of the song: “ Ach! du leber 
Augustin” (in 1780), which was danced 
at the Paris Opera. House in 1800 in 
Gardel’s ballet ** La Dansomaine.”’ Of 
it is well known that the prudish 
people of London, in 1812, denounced the 
lascivious nature of the waltz, describing 
fiend of German birth,” and 
as ‘‘ destitute of grace, delicacy and 
propriety,’’ while Byron, in 1818, made a 
fierce attack on it. It remained for the 
social circles of the twentieth century to 
welcome dances as various forms of 
jazz, Charleston and black bottom. 

JOHANN STRAUSS (1). 

Johann Strauss. the grandfather of the 
present representative of a gifted family, 
was born at Vienna on March 14th, 1804, 
and at vears of joined 
Laurner’s band. He sprang into notoriety 
as I CO?! poser Tauherl 
Walzer.’” and made the 
‘Sper! Hall the Leopold- 
stadt. tle added to his laurels as 
handmaster of the First Burger Regiment. 
From 18352 to 1837 his hand toured 
Hungary, Germany, Holland, Belgium, 
and the Rhine, and in the winter of 1837 
he had considerable Paris, 
London and the 1848 he 
gave concerts at Birmingham, Liverpool 
and Dublin, returning to the .Sperl in 
December of ihe same year. In 1840 he 
popularised the (I; drille, though still] not 
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cularly uninformative. Exactly why he 
had chosen to reply to this question out

A BIG SAVING. 

It is contended that this will mean a big 
saving in time and expense to all concerned. 
\nother important reason in favour of holding 

the elections in a country at the same time 

that the new registers come into force on 
' 1 every year, so that the local elections 
always be contested on a fresh and up- 
late register. 

his part of the Act applies to all counties, 

the local elections in Dublin City and 
uunty have been postponed by the Local 
Klections (Dissolved Authorities) Act to a 
date to be fixed by the Minister, but not 
later than March 31, 1929. 

The elections in Dublin were postponed tn 
order to give time to examine closely the 
(;reater Dublin Commission’s Report, which 
makes far-reaching recommendations regarding 
the Local Government of the City and County. 
Tlections, however, will take place at Bal- 
briggan next June, because the Commission’s 
Report makes no recommendation in respect 
to that town. 

CORK CITY ELECTIONS. 

The elections in Cork City are also post- 
poned till next year, because, as the Minister 
for Local Government explained during the 
debates on the Local Elections (Dissolved 
Authorities) Bill in the Dail, in examining 
the problems of local administration in 
Dublin, they would have to keep in mind the 
fact that many of these problems might also 
affect Cork City. This policy, however, may 
be modified. In a statement made to an 
Jrish Times representative in Cork last Satur- 
day, Mr. R. Mulcahy, Minister for Local 
Government, said that he was satisfied that 
legislation dealing with the position of Cork 
would be passed before the end of the 
summer. In this event, the election of a 
Borough Council will take place not later 
than next September.

RUNAWAY CAPTURED BY 
CIVIC GUARDS. 
From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
DUNDALA, Tuesday. 

A dramatic chase across the Northern 
lveland Border took place yesterday evening. 
The guards from the Ravensdale barrack had 
heen interrogating people from the district 
shout a raid which had taken place on the 
previous night, when one of the men suddenly 
tan away. Guards Reid and O'Neill pursued 
him over the Border and brought him back. 

The raid had taken place at midnight, the 
victim being Patrick Loughran, who lives in 
the mountainous district of Edentubber, on 
the Free State side of the Border.

He gras ed 
a stick and held them at bay for a Bon a 
able time. 

The noise in the house attracted a Customs 
officer from the post at Edentubber, and on 
the arrivaT of this man the raiders decamped. 

It is believed that the cause of the raid was 
that old Loughran had: recently received a 
very substantial sum of money from a son 
in America. The raiders did not succeed in 
getting any money in the house. 

The Ravensdale guards brought two young 
men to their station, and one of these has 
heen detained and will be charged in con- 
nection with the raid. |

Animals said when discussing a letter signed 
“County Dublin Farmer ”’ which appeared in 
yesterday’s Jrish. Times. 

The letter contained a complaint about the 
road from Bray to Dublin through Stillorgan, 
which the writer described as like a sheet of 
black ice, on which no horse could travel with 


a load; even a donkey could not keep its 


feet from slipping. 

Miss Power's Society, seeing the necessity 
to give first consideration to motorists in the 
construction of roads, have, of course, given 
much attention to the question of what can 
be done to help the animals who suffer a 
great deal from road surfaces on which they 
cannot keep their footing. The only solution 
is that horse owners should adopt a rational 
method of shoeing, and for many years the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals have done all in their power to get 
this method adopted. 

THE OLD METHOD. 

Mr. W. J. Coleman, A.F.C.L., of the 
Irish Master Farriers’ Association, who is 
Honorary Farrier Adviser to the Society, 
said yesterday that in his work in connection 
with the Dublin County Committee of Agri- 
culture and Technical Instruction he had 
had a good deal of trouble in trying to 
persuade farmers to give up old methods of 
shoeing. The old methods and the new 
roads will not go together without danger 
and suffering to the animal and loss to the 
owner. Since the new roads have come to 
stay horse owners must put up with them, 
but as they must continue to use them there 
is nothing to prevent owners from having 
their horses shod in such a manner that they 
can travel on the most modern of roads with 
perfect safety. 

To prevent slipping and concussion the 
frog should not be cut away from the horse’s 
foot. The frog is nature’s perfect provision 
against slipping and concussion, and too 
frequently this frog is deliberately cut out 
and the horse permanently crippled—to fit 
rubber pads. Wet rubber is slippery, and 
if the surface of the road is wet the horse 
cannot grip the ground as he can if the 
natural frog is left to him. 

RATIONAL SHOEING. 

The frog of the foot should take its natural 
Share of the road pressure, not only to pre- 
vent slipping, but because it prolongs in 
many ways the horse’s working life. It 
absorbs concussion and prevents sidebone and 
ringbone, it expands the heels and prevents 
contracted feet and deep-seated corns; it 
assists the heart to give a healthy supply of 
blood to the foot and wards off canker. 
thrush and kindred diseases, 

Mr. Coleman added that if the Farmers’ 
Union saw their way to take the matter up, 
the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals in conjunction with the Master 
Farriers’ Association would be quite willing to 
arrange for demonstrations of rational shoeing 
and lectnures on the subject through the 
country. | 
THE CONCRETE ROAD. 

An official of the Dublin Corporation, in 
discussing road construction yesterday in this 
connection, said that the whole science of 
such construction lies in making the roads so 
that they will not let in water; this entails 
a sealed surface and that is of necessity a 
slippery surface. The only solution of the 
difficulty presented to horse traffic by a 
slippery surface is the concrete road. This 
involves complete reconstruction of the exist- 
ing road. Where the road is entirely worn 
out or lacks a suitable foundation this recon- 
struction 1s justified, but not otherwise. In 
the case of the road through Stillorgan con- 
cerning which “County Dublin Farmer ” has 
complained, replacement with a concrete read 
would be prohibitively costly. A solution was 
attempted in some counties by making the 
sides of the road a different non-slippery 
material, but this confines cart traffic to a 


4 very narrow track and the wheels to one line 


on the road, which causes very excessive 
wear; on the whole, where this experiment 
was tried it has proved unsatisfactory. 

It was the opinion of this official that 
horses in time accommodate themselves to 
these slippery surfaces. When an asphalt 
road was laid down some years ago in 
Northumberland road there were a very large 
number of accidents in the beginning. The 
evidence in some cases where legal pro- 
ceedings followed proved that numbers of 
horses were to be seen iying on the ground 
at the same time. But for some time com- 
plaints of such occurences on that road are 
almost unknown.

MURDER CHARGE

the Free State Army, was charged with the 
wilful murder of John Curran, of Irish street. 
Raphoe, on the night of the Free State general 
election, September 15th last. McElhinney, 
who was defended by Mr. John Elliott, solici- 
tor, Strabane, has since been in Letterkenny 
District Hospital, having been wounded on 
the same occasion, and he came from Letter- 
xenny that morning under police escort, and 
walked into the Court on two crutches. 

On the night in question free fights took 
place between supporters of the respective 
parties. and subsequently revolver shots were 
fired. three men being wounded. Curran died 
in Lifford Hospital on the following evening, 
after having made a deposition at a special 
court in hospital. 

Ten witnesses were examined at length, and 
the evidence was similar to that given when 
Michael McGeehan, another Free State 
officer, of Raphoe, was charged some months 
ago with the murder of Curran, and returned 
for trial. 

After a full day’s hearing, McElhinney was 
committed for trial. Bail was allowed, him- 
self in £500 and two sureties of £250, and

THE CHURCH OF IRELAND. 


The Rev. J. R. H. Craig, Rector of Drinagh, 
has been elected Rector of Kilkeedy, Clarina, 


Diocese of Limerick. 


Although a letter had been received by the 
Department of Fisheries from the Kinsale In- 
dustrial Development Association last May 
advocating a close season for herring fishing, 
no evidence was tendered by that body at the 
Government inquiry into the question which 
opened there to-day. On the contrary, Mr. 
Eamonn O'Neill, one of the principal mem- 
bers of the Association, stated that he did 
not believe that there was any necessity for 
restrictions in regard to the herring fishing 
off the south coast of Ireland. 

He explained that he had been instru- 
mental in having the letter sent to the De- 
partment, but that communication did not 
vonvey his own views or those of the Associa- 
tion' on the question of a close season. It 
was written at the instigation of some 
Scottish curing firms who were carrying out 
operations in Kinsale at that time. 

‘Since then.” added Mr. O'Neill, “ both 
those firms and myself have had reason to 
modify our views.’ 

The inguiry, which was conducted by Mr. 
Charles Green, Chief Inspector of the De-. 

artment of Fisheries, and Mr. G. P. 
so Inspector, was set up to investigate 
the advisability of prohibiting by by-law the 
taking of herrings on the south coast of the 
Irish Free State during the whole or part of 
the months of April and May. 

Further evidence will be collected at Balti- 
more to-morrow and at other parts of the 
southern seaboard next week. 

, KINSALE FISHING INDUSTRY. 

Mr. M. R. Hegarty, solicitor, appeared on 
behaif of the Kinsale Harbour Board to 
oppese the imposition of any by-law restrict- 
ing the time for carrying on fishing in the 
port. Since the failure of the spring 
mackerel season almost twenty years ago 
Kinsale, he explained, had passed through 
very lean times, but there was every reason 
now to believe that there were prospects of 
a great revival which would bring prosperity 
to their town. It was not until 1926 that 
the herring fishing industry assumed any con- 
siderable proportions in Kinsale, and it did 
not agi fully until last year when a very 
large number of boats came there from all 
parts of the British Isles. One immediate 
result of their activities had been. that the 
total revenue of the Harbour Board had been 
more than quadrupled, and last year’s income 
was, more than four times as great as that 
for the year 1925. In addition to that there 
was increased employment provided in the 
district, and more money put into circula- 
tion. 

The territorial jurisdiction of the Free 
State Government was limited to three miles 
outside the coast, and if they prohibited the 
landing of fish in April and May along the 
south coast of Ireland, then the English 
traders would fish outside the limits and do 
considerable harm to the shoals off the 
coast, and run the fish into cross-Channel 
ports, thus depriving the south of Ireland 
of the benefit of the money spent here. If any 
part of the month of May were limited any 
herring fishing off the South coast would be 
finished, and the prospects entertained of 
establishing the industry on a large scale 
would be destroyed, It was admittedly a 
risky procedure to cure herrings in April, and 
he thought that it could be agreed not to 
cure herrings before the Ist May; but that 
did not mean that they would prohibit fishing 
before that date. 3 

The Scottish firms. he added, had stated 
that the quality of the herrings was as good 
on the 1st of May as at any other time dur- 
ing the month for curing purposes. 

FREEDOM OF TRADE. 

Evidence in support of Mr. Hegarty’s state- 
ment was given by Mr. Francis Kiernan, fish 
salesman and buyer, who declared that if the 
month of May were a close season neither the 
buyers nor the boats would come to Kinsale. 

Mr. Henry Robinson, a member of the 
Harbour Board, suggested that the proposal 
would do a great injury to the local boats 
and in no way benefit the port. Freedom of 
trade was necessary for the freshing and 
kippering business, which was the principal 
local trade. 

Mr. Thomas O'Connell said that the prin- 
cipal local trade was in April, and he agreed 
that they were earlier in curing at Kinsale 
than in the North of Ireland. 

Mr. Thomas Mullins (Fianna Fail. T.D.) 
introduced the only witness who supported 
the proposal. He contended that while in 
one way the suggestion might prove beneficial, 
yet so long as the cross-Channel boats could 
fish outside the three-mile limit it would also 
have ill results. Until adequate protection 
was given to the Irish shore he did not think 
that a close season was going to do any 
good. 

BOATS FROM THE ARK. 

“It is like building a wall across the 
Atlantic,” said Mr. Con Farley. Describing 
the activities of the Scottish fishing boats, 
he said that the local fishermen, with their 
smaller boats and tackle, which could only 
be described as coming out of the Ark, found 
it impossible to earn a livelihood, as the nets 
of the larger vessels which were put down 
miles outside the; harbour prevented the 
herring from coming in there.

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PORTADOWN PROSECUTIONS. 


At Portadown Petty Sessions the Urban 
Council prosecuted John Hamill, jun., Obins 
street, for having, on January 18 last, ex- 
posed for sale portion of the carcase of a cow 
which was unsound and unfit for food. There 
also was a summons against Joseph McNiece, 
Woodhouse street, in whose slaughter-house 
the carcase was found. 

Hamill stated in evidence that his father 
bought two cows in Moy fair for £20, and 
that both were slaughtered by witness. The 
other half of this beast was sold in Moy, and 
it was then perfectly sound. He was not 
aware that the animal was suffering from 
disease of any kind. 

Inspector Campbell said that the animal 
was suffering from black-quarter. 

The Court fined Hamill £5, with Sls. extra 
costs. 

The summons against McNiece was with- 
drawn. 

A similar charge was preferred against 
Hamill for an offence on January 20. 

Mr. Girling (for the Urban Council) said 
that bn the date in question the town inspector 
found half a carcase of a cow on the premises 
of James Doyle, Henry street. That meat 
had been conveyed to Newry for sale, but a 
stall could not be obtained, as there was no 
certificate from the Newry abattoir. It was 
then taken to Dungannon, but they did not 
succeed in selling it there either. On the 
return journey to Portadown the vehicle broke 
down, and the meat was left in a house, and 
was to be brought into Portadown last Satur- 
day morning for the purpose of being sent to 
Gilford for sale. 

Mr. H. C. I. Kelly, veterinary surgeon, said 
that this portion of the carcase was in a high 
state of putrefaction. The animal had been 
suffering from black-quarter. 

The magistrates imposed a fine of £5, with 
5 guineas costs.

A LETTER. 

A letter was produced by Mr. Paty, written 
by Messrs. Curwen’s to Messrs. Miley and 
Miley, solicitors, in reply to correspondence 
from them.

They toured the city and saw the “ sights.” 
They had no expenses while in New York, 
except one small item. 

THE BOOKS. 

While there she saw the box containing the 
books, etc., which were, she understood, de- 
posited in the office of Mr. Ryan. She did 
not see the books and pers in court while 
she was in New York. She had understood 
that the book were to be used in evidence 
in New York, but they were not. She did 
not see the books from that day (about No- 
vember Ist, 1927), until yesterday at the 
Commission. i :

SOLICITOR’S STORY OF A 
WESTERN RACEHORSE. 

At the Galway Circuit Court yesterday, 
before Judge Wyse Power, Michael Mannion, 
Cloondargan, Dunmore, brought an action for 
£25 against Michael Ronan (Thomas), Shan- 
ballymore, for breach of warranty In the sale 
of two cattle. ; 

Mr, Concannon, who appeared for the plain- 
tiff, said that the plaintiff saw one of the 
bullocks which he bought from the defendant 
eating the tail off one of his own cattle. His 
client was then obliged to take his own cattle 
away. and his cattle deteriorated in value as 
a result of the injury to the tails. Cattle 
which suffered. from the habit of eating’ the 
tails off other cattle were known as “' tailers. 
The engagement with the cattle was that they 
were ‘‘ right and honest. 

His lordship remarked that he had never 
before heard this name applied to cattle, but 
he recalled a racehorse that was known as 
The Tailor. . 

Mr. Concannon—That racehorse belonged to 
me-—at least I was one of the owners. 

His Lordship—Why was he called The 
Tailor? 

Mr. Concannon—Thereby hangs a tale. 
(Laughter. ) It is a rather curiwus story. 
There were three of us who had a claim on 
the racehorse. One of us had a penchant tot 
saying strange things, and he compared the 
three of us to the three tailors of Tooley 
street. (Laughter. The name stuck, and we 
decided to call the racehorse ‘the ‘Tailor. 1 
am sorry to say that the horse was slow. 
(Laughter.) He could never get first past the 
ost. 

Mr. O'Connor, Doonmacreena, Mayo, gave 
evidence of having sold the two bullocks 
which the plaintiff alleged were “' tailers “to 
the defendant. During the- time that he had 
them neither of the bullocks showed signs of 
being *‘* tailers.’’ 

Mr. Concannon, cross-examining—-You know 
what ‘‘tailers’’ are in Co. Mayo’—Yes. 

Do you know what a ‘‘ trimmer “” 1s '—Yes, 

His Lordship—What is a ** trimmer’? 

Mr. Concannon—This witness knows. (To 
the witness)—I believe that you call them 
‘‘trimmers’’ when they are just beginning to 
nibble at the other cattle’s tails — Yes. 

And a ‘‘trimmer’’ quickly develops into a 
“ tailer '’ ?—Yes. 

His lordship, in giving his judgment, said 
that the plaintiff had produced no evidence 
that, to the knowledge of the defendant, they 
were ‘‘tailers.’’ It had been admitted in 
open Court that no one knew when this pro- 
pensity arises, and it had not been noticed 
in this case until two months after the sale, 
‘He dismissed the action on the merits. 

Mr. Hosty, solicitor, appeared for the 
defendant.

FINANCES OF DERRY CITY 
AND COUNTY HOSPITAL. 
unin 
REVIEW OF YEAR’S WORK. 

At the annual meetiny of the Board of 
Management of the Londonderry City and 
County Infirmary, which was held yesterday, 
Mr. Robert Roulston, J.P., presiding, the 
Secretary (Mr. R. McCarter), in submitting 
the 128th annual report, stated that it was 
gratifying to record that during the year 
1927 the money had come in better than 
before, but, on the other hand, unfortunately, 
the same must be said regarding the patients. 
These facts indicated the public appreciation 
of the increased services rendered by the 
hospital on behalf of the sick and injured of 
the city and county. The total ordinary in- 
come for the vear amounted to £6,063 2s., 
and the total ordinary expenditure to 
£6,325 16s. 7d., showing a deficit on the 
working of the hospital for the year of 
£262 14s. 7d. 

The total number of patients admitted to 
the wards reached 1,045, as compared with 
985 the previous year. 

The annual grants from the Corporation 
and the County Council, amounting to £2,250 
and £500 respectively, were received. ‘This 
system of a fixed annual contribution to the 
hospital from the two chief public bodies in 
the area was much more preferable than 
that prevailing in other counties, where the 
governing body was asked to make up the 
yearly deficit. Hospital Sunday collections 
again showed a substantial increase, reaching 
the “ record ” figure of £436 15s. 4d. 

The report concluded with a tribute to the 
Chairman (Mr. Roulston), stating that his 
record was probably unique in the matter of 
public service. He had been Chairman for 
the past six years, + “1 during that time he 
had not missed a single meeting of the 
board or sub-committees. He had been 
responsible for the raising of very large sums 
for the hospital, and had devoted in other 
wavs a vast amount of time for its benefit. 

Mr. Roilston was re-elected Chairman,

South Africa’s Problem. 


An old—pcrhaps, the 
question of Church and State has been 
raised by recent events in South Africa. 
In the session of Parliament which will 


very oldest— 


begin next month' General Hertzog’s 
Government will introduce bills to abate 
the menace of that native problem which 
hangs always, a black cloud, upon the 
horizon of South African affairs. The 
white population of the Union is one and 
a half millions.. The native population is 
five and a half millions, and this great 
mass of uneducated citizenship is seething 
with a new spirit of political and indus- 
trial Politically, the natives 
aspire to equal status with Dutch and 
British ; economically, they are beginning 
to compete with white labour, and already 
some of them are drawing higher wages 
the unskilled: white men. The 
forthcoming bills will define callings 
in which natives may not engage, will 
specify the position and extent of lands 
which natives may~ possess, and will 
establish such stricter qualifications for 
the native franchise as must disfranchise 
a large number of existing citizens. Some 
of the Churches in South Africa have been 
critical of the Government’s plans, and a 
few days ago, at Lydenburg, General 
Hertzog betrayed impatience of this 
criticism. He said that the Churches 
“could not give the proper direction ”’ 
because they regarded the native problem 
““only from the moral and ethical points 
of view ” and took no account of other 
aspects. As we record to-day, the 
Archbishop of Capetown and the Bishop 
of Bloemfontein have made haste to 
answer. While they say that they do not 
ignore the problem’s material aspects, 
they insist that the foundation of any 
policy which deals with it must be moral 
and ethical. Archbishop Carter protests 
against disfranchisement on the sole 
ground of colour, Dr. Carey interprets 
‘ethics ” as fair play, and adds: “ To 
sell our birthright of standing for justice 
—however much in the past the Church 
may have sinned—is a crime that we shall 
try not to repeat.’’ 

There is no danger that Genera] Hertzog 
will say, like King Henry, “Who will 
rid me of these turbulent priests?’’ All 
the Churches in South Africa recognise 
the gravity of the native problem and the 
need of legislation to secure the position 
of the white minority. In any case 
Churches everywhere have ceased to 
control politics, and General Hertzog 
knows that the South African Church's 
views on the labour question, expressed 
however vigorously, would influence few 
votes in the South African Parliament. 
Nevertheless, we are sure of two things—

To the 
accumulating influence of the Church’s 
teaching, based upon the Sermon on the 
Mount, we owe alike our great hospitals, 
all public charities, our impatience of foul 
housing, and the noble ideals to which 
the League of Nations begins to give 
concrete shape. Any civilisation which 
neglects or defies Christian morality and 
Christian ethics is doomed not only to 
spiritual, but to material, disaster. The 
difficulties of the South African native 
problem are enormous. To reconcile the 
white man’s needs with the black man’s 
just claims will be an almost supreme test 
of statesmanship, but, by insisting upon a 
vital condition of success, the two bishops 
have not aggravated the problem. ‘“ God 
helping them, they could do no other.”

Buildings and Men. 


In the Middle Ages the Church and 
the guilds were the chief patrons of 
architecture. Then came the age of the 
aristocratic builders of great halls, and 
next the age in which the merchants ruled 
the building art.

In Ireland we continue to lag behind 
Britain, and the new renaissance, which 
has .made so much of English domestic 
building since the Great War a thing of 
beauty, has not reached our shores. Our 
backwardness the education of 
public taste doubly urgent. The teacher's 
task, however, is more difficult in Ireland 
than in England owing to the lack of 
examples. ‘‘ Scotland and Ireland,” says 
Dr. R. A. 8. Macalister in his new book on 
“The Archeology of “ are 
probably the only Christian countries in 
the world in which very nearly all the 
ancient buildings consecrated to Christian 
worship are roofless and _  deserted.”’ 
Yet, if Ireland has preserved none of 
her ancient wooden churches’ which 
sprinkled the map with “ Kils ’’—although 
one such church, of pre-Norman date, 
may be seen in England—and if little 
that is majestic remains intact, there 
are interesting lessons to be learned by 
the critical observer. As Dr. Macalister 
says, Gothic buildings in England can be 
dated to within five and twenty years by 
their place in a steady evolution of design, 
In Ireland, when the native Romanesque 
ended, there was little native growth. 
The periods accordingly were jumbled 
together, and the whole grammar of 
Gothic art was ignored. Churches may 
be found with the transept longer than 
the nave, as in Kilkenny; capitals with 
the abacus cut into delicate flowers, as at 
arch-mouldings twisted into 
ropes, as The 
church of St. Doulagh’s, near Malahide,

The World’s Ships. 


The statistics concerning shipbuilding 
for 1927 are slightly better than those for 
the previous year; but they still indicate 
a serious “slump ” in this most important 
branch of industry. Last year the total 
amount of tonnage that was built in the 
world was 2,285,679 tons, of which Great 
Britain and Ireland supplied just over 
53 per cent. The total output, as well as 
Britain’s share in it, was greater than 
it was in 1926; but in comparison with 
1919, which was a “peak ’”’ year, it showed 
the remarkable decrease of nearly 
5,000,000 tons, or more than 66 per cent. 
Of Britain’s output roughly one-fifth was 
for foreign purchasers—a percentage which 


vessel was the 
21,500-ton liner, whereas Germany built 
the Cap Arcona (27,561 tons), Italy the 
Conte Grande (22,800 tons), and the 
United States the California (22,000 tons). 
Most oí the new. ships are constructed to 
burn either coal or oil fuel, but the 
internal combustion engine is finding 
favour with some of the continental 
designers, and the motor boat is gaining 
popularity rapidly. The future of the 
shipbuilding industry is a matter of the 
utmost importance, especially to Ireland, 
which formerly derived so much revenue 
from the Belfast shipyards. Not only has 
all the damage of the submarine campaign 
been repaired, but the world’s total 
tonnage now is 17,000,000 tons greater 
than it was in 1914, and naturally the 
demand for new vessels has declined. 
With a general revival of trade, however, 
this demand quickly will return, and then 
Belfist will come into its own again 


Andorra at Bay. 


A deputation from the little Republic 
of Andorra has arrived in Paris with one 
of the most novel requests that ever have 
been made to the French Foreign Office. 
Andorra, which is among the oldest States 
of Europe, is the tiniest Republic in the 
world. It was founded at the time of 
Charlemagne, and has a population of 
about five thousand hardy mountaineers 
who rejoice in their complete independence 
of all other States. By virtue of an old 
charter Andorra’s affairs are administered, 
in so far as they are administered at all, 
by the President of the French Republic 
and the Bishop of Urgel in Spain, who 
are known as “ co-princes’’; but neither 
of them exercises much jurisdiction in the 
fastnesses of the little State, in which a 
local Syndic wields virtually full powers. 
Of recent years plotters against the throne 
of Spain have taken advantage. of 
Andorra’s independence to conduct their 
intrigues from its safe retreat; and the 
Spanish Government, not unnaturally, 
has objected strongly to this abuse of 
hospitality. It has decided, therefore, to 
send a posta] official to Andorra to super- 
vise the correspondence which enters and 
leaves the State, in order to keep some 
check on the activities of the revolu- 
tionaries. The arriva] of this “ oppressor’’ 
has infuriated the people of Andorra, who 
claim that the Spanish Government has no 
right whatever to interfere in their 
domestic affairs. They pay a tribute of 
about £8 per annum to the French 
Republic, and declare that they have a 
right now to French protection. The 
delegation that has gone to Paris will 
make a strong protest at the Quai d’ Orsay, 
invoking the terms of a Constitution which 
was granted to Andorra in the thirteenth 
century. It will demand the expulsion of 
the Spanish postmaster, and, if it fails 
in its mission, there is a suggestion that 
it will invite the League of Nations to 
sustain its claims,

WORK ON THE LAND. 
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ENGLISH FARMERS AND HIGH 
COSTS. 


The British Minister of Agriculture, Mr. 
Walter Guinness, yesterday received a depu- 
tation from the National Farmers’ Union. 
which placed before him the difticulties with 
which the agricultural industry is at present 
faced, and, in particular, referred to the high 
cost of labour, owing to the operation of the 
Agricultural Wages Act.

David Black (Suffolk), Mr. Sunley (Yorkshire, 
East Riding), Captain Morris (Hertfordshire), 
Mr. Street Porter (Cambridgeshire), Mr. H.

The deputation was introduced by Mr. 
Thomas Williams, President of the Union, 
and the chief spokesman was Mr. David 
Black (Chairman of the Labour Committee 
of the Union), who was supported by the 
other speakers—Mr. Sunley, Captain Morris, 
Mr. Street-Porter and Mr. German. 

According to the official report of the pro- 
ceedings issued last night, Mr. .Guinness 
replied that he was impressed by the strength 
of their case and the moderation with which 
it was put.

A Reckless Admiral. 


It is reported from New York to-day 
that the remarks of MRear-Admiral 
Plunkett on the possibility of war between 
Great Britain and the United States have 
been received with amusement. The 
public there are accustomed to this 
sailor's wild pronouncements; for, twe 
years ago, he delivered himself of a 
diatribe against his unpatriotic country- 
men who made use of foreign, meaning 
British, ships. Only four years ago he 
warned his fellow-citizens against pleasure 
cruises in the Mediterranean, as war wags 
imminent there. With these statements 
as a precedent, it is not surprising that 
the New York newspapers make light of 
the.matter and show an indisposition te 
attach political importance to his remarks. 
One paper says that, so completely carried 
away by his subject was the Admiral, that 
he forgot next morning what he said the 
night before. 


New Cruisers. 


By deciding to construct two, instead of 
three, cruisers this year, ‘the Government 
has reduced the building programme for 
1927-28 by three vessels, compared with 
the programme introduced in 1925, and a 
further saving in expenditure may he 
indicated by the intimation that no 
decision has yet been arrived at with 
regard to the type of the two cruisers to 
be begun in the financial year which 
starts in April. The vessels will not 
necessarily be of ten thousand tons, the 
largest size permitted under the Wasghing- 
ton Treaty; but, as the number of new 
ships has been reduced, it is probable that 
theAdmiralty will state a strong case for 
making the next two cruisers as powertu! 
as possible. Discussions on this point are 
now proceeding between the departments 
concerned; but official information as to 
the details of the new boats may be 
deferred until the introduction of the 
Naval estimates. 


New Bills, 

In political circles there was much talk 
to-day to the effect that the programme 
of legislation now being drawn up by the 
Cabinet is meeting with some opposition 
on the part of one or more of its members 
This centres round the decision to post- 
pone the Factories Bill and the Poor law 
Reform Bill, and the Home Secretary, 
who is responsible for the former, does not 
wish to drop his bill, any more than does 
Mr. Neville Chamberlain, who sponsors 
the latter. Both claim that they are 
pledged to carry out the reforms embodied 
in their measures. It was rumoured that 
both had threatened resignation, but this, 
on inquiry, proved to be untrue. In the 
circumstances it is uncertain what w 1!

THE FORD AEROPLANE 
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TRIAL FLIGHT OF “ AERIAL 

FLIVVER.”’

NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

This morning Henry Ford, the “ Flivver 
Magician,’’ reached ‘‘deep down into his 
kit bag,” and pulled out the “ Flivver of 
the air,” in the shape of a tiny aeroplane. 
Piloted: by Harry Brooks, the machine leit 
for Miami, Florida, on what is expected 
fo be a non-stop flight of about fourteen 
hours, but which, owing to bad weather 
conditions, may last longer 1! completed. 

‘The pilot wore heavy clothing, covered 
by a rubber coat, and a rubber helmet to 
protect his head from the weather, as the 
cabin was not enclosed. 

With less than twenty feet wing-spread, 
the aeroplane has a petrol capacity ol 
forty-eight gallons, which is stored in wing 
tanks. It was driven by a tiny two- 
cylinder motor, and much resembles the 
small fighting aeroplanes used by the 
French during the war.

CHURCHILL’S LETTER 
TO BUSINESS MEN. 

Brit S}) (hancellor of the 
Mr. Winston Churchill, desires 
of traders and business men 
in framing his vevenue estimates for the 
coming Budyet What is the income tax 
yield from tradi ir concerns likely to be 
in 1928-1929? Will it be so much greater 
as to permit ol reduction in the 
ceneral burden of taxation. or will it be 
so muc" less as to necessitate the inven- 
tion of a few more taxes / Ni r. Churchill 
does not know, so he has issued, through 
the tax-collectors, the following Jetter:— 

‘* Srrn,—In connection th the preparation 
of the income tax estimates for the Budget of 
the vear 1927-1928. you were rood enough to 
furnish a forecast of the yrotits of your busi- 
pess for the trading year ended in the year 
1926-1927 in advance of your accounts for the 
period. 

“The Board of Inland Revenue have been 
authorised by the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer to invite similar co-operation this 
vear from representative concerns whose 
secounts for the vear ending in 1927-1928 
have not yet been furnished, in order to 
facilitate the preparation of the income tax 
estimate for the Budget of the coming year 
1928-1929. 

“i have, accordingly, to invite you to he 
good enough t3 furnish me w ith a forecast 
of the profits of your business for your trad- 
ing year, ended In 1927-1328, showing the 
profits for that year, before the allowance of 
wear and tear. The forecast will be treated 
as without -prejudice to your subsequent 
income tax return, and wil! be regarded as 
strictly confidential. 

‘“In order that the forecast may serve the 
purpose for which it is sought, it should he 
sent to me vot later than the Ist February.” 

In the ordinary way, Mr. Churchill 
would not get his information until

CAPE TOWN, Tuesday. 

On the eve oí the re-opening of the 
parliamentary session, the main work of 
which will be General Hertzog’s bills 
dealing with the native question, two 
spontaneous letters appear in _ to-day’s 
Cape Times—one from the Archbishop of 
Cape Town and the other from the Bishop 
of Bloemfontein—protesting against what 
is described as “an attack on the 
Churches’’ contained in a recent speech 
by General Hertzog. 

In the course of this utterance dealing 
with the native question, the Prime 
Minister was reported as having said: 

“There was a tendency from the direction 
of the Churches to regard this question from 
the moral and ethical points of view, and 
they took no account of the other aspects of 
the question. Therefore, the Churches could 
not give proper direction.”’ 

He said this “having the highest regard 
for the work of the Churches.” 

Both writers regard this passage as a 
challenge to the Churches, and both reply 
that the. English Church can be no party 
to any compromise with the view that the 
foundations of policy in regard to the 
native question can be anything but 
moral and ethical. 


. FAIR PLAY WANTED. 

The Archbishop agrees with General 
Hertzog’s dictum as regards building on 
a firm foundation and proper direction, 
but declares that it is difficult to see how 
these two objects can be attained if not 
from the moral and ethical point of view. 
He maintains that it cannot be said that 
in the legislation on native affairs of late 
justice and fair play had been considered 
sufficiently, with the consequence that 
there has been much unrest among the 
native people. 

He declares as an instance that the 
Colour Bar Bill proposed the disen- 
franchisement of men who had been en 
franchised for many vears for apparently 
no other reason than their colour 

In protesting against such legislation 
the Archbishop urges that the Churches 
are right, and he hopes that they will 
continue to give their direction. 

He assures General Hertzog on behalf 
of the Church to which he belongs that 
any deliey having a firm foundation and 
proper direction will be supported by it 
whole-heartedly, but that such firm 
foundation and proper direction must be 
from the moral and ethical point of view.

WHITE LEADERSHIP. 

The Bishop of Bloemfontein, after em- 
phasising the regard and personal affec- 
tion for General Hertzog entertained by 
the Bench of Bishops, who sincerely 
appreciate his difficulties and courage, 
afirms that their views are primarily re- 
ligious and ethical, as they exist to put 
forward these views. 

‘They do not desire,” he says, “ to 
dictate what particular portions of land 
must be given to the natives or what 
the qualifications for the franchise should 
be, but they do say that, whatever the 
Government’s plans or legislation are, 
these must be able to pass the supreme 
test of being just and fair. ‘They must 
open avennes of hope and possibilities for 
any who can qualify themselves to use 
them. 

‘The proposed legislation may be as 
cautious as you like, may rightly con- 
serve white leadership, may be a gradual 
tentative. may not concede yet that which 
needs miore time before it-can rightly he 
conceded, but we cannot be hamstrung in 
advance by the suggestion that, because 
our motives are ethical, therefore we must 
be ruled out from any say in the matter. 

‘“ Legislation is born in an atmosphere 
of ethics—that is, of fair play. We will 
help in all the ways we can.” 

The Bishop concludes with an emphatic 
declaration that the Church cannot be 
silent and impotent in the face of in- 
justice. ‘* To sell our birthright of stand 
ing for justice—however much ‘in the past 
the Church may. have sinned—is a crime 
that we shall try not to repeat.”’

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MEETING OF GENERAL 
COUNCIL. 

A largely attended meeting of the 
General Council of Aonach Tailteann was 
held in the Mansion House, Dublin, last 
night—Mr. J. J. Walsh in the chair. In

THE CATTLE DISEASE 
RESTRICTIONS. 
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| MANCHESTER AND 
PRESTON AGAIN OPEN. 

The Free State Department of Agricul- 
ture 'have been officially informed that, 
alter midnight on the 25th instant (under 
the operation of an Order of the British 
Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries), the 
precautionary restrictions over the “ con- 
trolled ” or ‘“stand-still’’ area across 
Channel will be removed. 

An effect of this Order is that the special 
restrictions as to the movement of Irish 
animals from the Manchester and Preston 
landing places will be removed at the 
same time. The restrictions applying on 
the ‘usual lines over infected areas 
declared around actual infected centres 
continue in force until further notice. 

The landing places at Fleetwood and 
Heysham, being situated withinan infected 
area, are still subject to the restrictions 
obtaining in this area—that is to say, 
animals landed at those places must either 
be slaughtered therein within five days or 
removed on licences direct to a slaughter- 
house jn the infected area. On the 27th 
instant this infected area will be consider- 
ably veduced, and Fleetwood will be 
excluded.

MR. COSGRAVE’S 
BUSY DAY. 


STATE LUNCHEON AT 
WHITE HOUSE. 
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IA VISIT TO GRAVEOF 


UNKNOWN WARRIOR 
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Our SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

Mr. Cosgrave, who lunched to-day. at 
White House with President Coolidge, 
was up early this morning. He began a 
strenuous days programme by a ride 
through Rock Creek Park. Seven o’clock 
was striking as he stepped out of the 
Mayflower Hotel, in Connecticut avenue, 
which is within a hundred yards of 
White House, for his canter on the North- 
Western heights of the city, close to the 
beautiful Zoological Gardens. 

He eluded both the other members of 
his party and his escort, and he seemed 
delighted with his experience when he re- 
turned to his hotel a little later for break- 
fast. He told me that while he was canter- 
ing across Rock Creek Park he met 
Senator Borah, whose speech criticising 
Admiral Plunkett has caused a great deal 
of comment here. Mr. Cosgrave and the 
Senator rode and chatted together for 
half-an-hour. 


THE UNKNOWN WARRIOR. 

His first official visit of the day was to 
the Arlington National Cemetery, across 
the Potomac River, where, on the 
Virginia hills, the soldiers who fought and 
died for the Union are buried. Near the 
noble ' circular colonnade — America’s 
Temple of Fame, which hears the names 
of Washington, Lincoln, Grant, Sedgwick, 
Meade and Garfield—is the ‘tomb of 
America’s Unknown Warrior who died in 
the Great War. 

On the tomb Mr. Cosgrave, in the 
presence of a crowd of many thousands, 
placed a tri-colour wreath. It was a brief, 
but impressive, ceremony, and a guard of 
honour of American troops, under the 
command of Brigadier-Genera] Williams, 
was present. 


AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 

Upon returning to Washington, of which 
a wonderful view could be obtained from 
the heights of Virginia, Mr. Cosgrave 
went tothe White House, where he was the 
cuest of honour. President Coolidge had 
invited a large number of distinguished 
Americans, including a number of the 
United States Cabinet Ministers, members 
of the Army, Navy and leaders of the 
Senate and Congress, to meet the two Free 
State Ministers, who were accompanied by 
Mr. Timothy Smiddy and the officials of 
the Free State Legation. 

Among others present at the luncheon 
were :— 

Senator WÁILLIAM Epcar Bora, one of 
the best known members of the United 
States Senate, on account of his 
speeches on foreign affairs. 

Senator SWANSON, a Democrat, who was 
Governor of Virginia from 1906-10, and 
has been a member of the Senate for 
17 years. 

ApMIRAL GHARLES FREDERICK HuGuHes, who 
has a distinguished record. He served 
in the Spanish-American war; was at 
Vera Cruz, Mexico, during the Diaz 
rebellion in 1912: was Chief of. Staff 
of the Atlantic Fleet 1913-14; member 
of the General Board of the Navy De- 
partment, 1914-16; served with the 
British Grand Fleet in the North Sea, 
1917-18: was in charge of the Philadel- 
phia Navy Yard, 1918-20, and is now 
Commander-in-Chief of the United 
States Battle Fleet. 

Majsor-GENERAL CHARLES PeLoTT SUMMER- 
ALL, who took part in the Philippine 
Islandsandthe China Relief Expedition 
campaigns before he went to France in 
September, 1917. He then commanded 
the Ist American Division. 

In spite of the event being really a 
Stute affair, it was given an informal 
turn, and there was an animated ex- 
change of conversation. 


COMPLIMENTS. 

Mr. Cosgrave sail that he was greatly 
impressed by President Coolidge, and 
admired his grasp of public and foreign 
affairs. President Coolidge returned the 
compliment. 

The President showed Mr. Cosgrave 
through the rooms at the White House that 
are not opened to the genera! public, and 
drew attention to the massive oak table 
in his study, which was made from the 
timbers of H.M.S. Resolute. Its history 
is told on a brass plate let. into the 
table :— 

H.M.S. Resolute, forming part of the ex- 
pedition sent in search of Sir John Franklin 
in 1862, was abandoned in latitude 74 degrees 
41 minutes north, longitude 101 degrees 22 
minutes west, on the 15th of May, 1854. She 
was discovered and extricated in September, 
1855, in latitude 67 degrees north by Captain 
Buddington, of the United States whaler 
George Henry. The ship was purchased, 
fitted out and sent to England as a gift to 
her Majesty Queen Victoria, by the Presi- 
dent and people of the United States, as a 
token of good-wili and friendship. 

This table was made from her timbers 
when she was broken up, and is presented by 
the Queen of Great Britain and Ireland to 
the President of the United States, as a 
memorial of the courtesy and loving kindness 
which dictated the offer of the gift of the 
tesolute. 

Following the luncheon, a constant 
round of receptions and functions filled 
the day,. giving Mr. Cosgrave no rest. 

There was a formal reception at the 
British Embassy at five o’clock, and a 
conference with Washington newspaper 
men at six o’clock. 

This evening Mr. Cosgrave attended a 
private dinner part iven by Mr. 
Smiddy, the Free Minister in 
Washington. 

Last night’s dinner, given by the Cana- 
dian Minister, was a brilliant function. 
Among those present were Sir Esme 
Howard, the British Ambassador, and 
Lady Howard; Prince and _ [Princess 
Sturdza, of Rumania. Numbers of. the 
American Congressmen and well-known 
diplomatic hostesses were also included in 
the party. 
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‘A BIG STORY.” 

Mr. Cosgrave is still a “ big story ’’ for 
the American Press, and the front pages 
of the Washington and New York papers 
are devoted to his doings and sayings. 
The ‘‘star’’ reporters of the leading 
American papers have been assigned to 
follow his movements and to write up 
stories of his visits, which appear under 
headlines that are bigger thau used on 
the posters of the Irish newspapers. 

He has become a “ star” actor—for 
cinema camera men follow him from sun- 
rise to sunset, and I am told that the 
films of the Irish party are being received 
with enthusiasm at all the leading 
American picture houses where they are 
being shown. 

To-day Mr. Cosgrave had an unexpected 
visitor, for Mr. John McCormack, who is 
appearing in America, called at the 
President’s hotel for a chat.

Cosgrave to-day and chatted with him for 
some time.

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WAR TALK. 
MR. COOLIDGE’S

NOT TO BE TAKEN 
SERIOUSLY. 


From Revurer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

It’ is announced here to-day that. Presi- 
dent Coolidge sees no reason why the 
newspapers of the United States, or any 
other country, should take seriously 
statements by American nayal officers, 
predicting war between the United States 
and her commercial competitors. 

It was stated at White House, after the 
President had had his attention called to 
the report of Rear-Admiral Plunkett’s 
speech, that alarming charges were often 
made when appropriations were sought 
from Congress. The President found it 
difficult to curb talkers, because when that 
course was followed the cry was raised 
that the right of free speech had been 
violated. 

He could only state that he had found 
from his own experience that any man in 
a responsible position should not speak 
his mind on ail occasions, but should 
adopt a policy of considering the welfare 
of the whole country whenever he said 
anything. This policy he recommended 
to those charged with the nation’s de- 
fence.

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

The subject of inflammatory speeches 
by officers of the United States Army and 
Navy. was discussed at the White House 
this morning, but it did not appear that 
President Coolidge was as much concerned 
as Senator Borah by tha recent indiscre- 
tions. 

The rebuke for Rear-Admiral Plunkett, 
if it was conveyed at all, was implicit 
in the reminder that the President had 
always supposed that when men entered 
the Army or Navy they recognised that 
their freedom of speech must be curtailed. 
There is curtailment of this freedom in 
the case of the President himself, who is 
commander-iu-chief of both services, and 
it would not be unreasonable to ask his 
subordinate officers to observe a similar 
discretion. 

Moreover, President Coolidge desires the 
country to understand that he does not 
think there is reason to take seriously any 
of the reports that the United States is in 
danger of attack. He asumes that the 
men upon whom rests the burden of 
national defence naturally have a tendency 
to dwell upon and to enlarge possible 
dangers; it may even be their duty so to 
do, but he would not have the American 
people do the same thing.

THE SHORTHAND REPORT. 


From “ THE Times’’ CoRRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

The shorthand record of Rear-Admiral 
Plunkett’s speech to the Republican Club 
last Saturday is published this evening. 
When he issued a denial of the report that 
he said that war was inevitable between 
the United States and Great Britain, 
Rear-Admiral Plunkett referred to this 
record as the ultimate proof of what he 
did say. 

The actual words occurred in a passage 
of his speech, in which he was arguing 
that unpreparedness leads to war. He 
added :— 

“It is competition, gentlemen. It is eco- 
nomic in its origin, and, as long as we 
proceed along -the. lines which we are 
travelling to-day, war is absolutely 
inevitable.’’ 

The newspaper report of the proceed- 
ings which Senator Borah used as the text 
for his counter-speech on Sunday stated 
that Rear-Admiral Plunkett was then 
asked: “ War with whom?” and answered 
“ Britain, 

These words are not included in the 
shorthand record, although Rear-Admiral 
Plunkett had been referring directly to 
Great Britain in the preceding portions 
of his speech.

HURRICANE FORGE 


IN IRELAND, 
MORE FLOODS. 
UNKNOWN MAN 
KILLED IN LEEDS. 
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Ireland experienced the full force of a 


westerly gale which developed yesterday 
morning, and reached a velocity of sixty- 
five miles an hour, or virtually hurricane 
force, at Valentia at 7 a.m. 


In other parts of Ireland the wind ex- 


ceeded sixty miles an hour at times, and 


was seldom less than seventy in the south- 
west. Heavy rain, hail and sleet accom- 
panied the wind, the weather being the 
wildest experienced in many districts this 


winter.

In Dublin and district the wind played 
havoc with slates, trees and wireless 


acrials, but no serious damage is reported. 
On the more exposed roads drivers of 


light cars experienced some difficulty in 
making headway. 

A motor car proceeding to Maryborough 
from Mountmellick was blown into the 
dyke of the bog road near Kiltaleesha. In 
this and other country districts hay and 
straw ricks suffered a good deal, and 
damage was done to roughly thatched 
roofs. 

Heavy showers of snow and sleet accom- 
panied the wind in the County Tipperary, 
where mild weather had been experienced 
for the past week. 

Fierce. westerly gales also swept Great 
Britain vesterday, accompanied by thunder- 
storms, heavy rain, hail, sleet and snow. 
At Holyhead during the afternoon the 
gale velocity was seventy-four miles an 
hour. 

There was a renewal of flooding in 
different parts of Great Pritain. 

A brief interval of fairer and quieter 
weather is probable to-day, but another 
storm centre which is rapidly approaching 
from the Atlantic is expected to bring 
further rain to all districts before night, 
with a renewal of gales locally. 


COLLAPSE OF A MOUNTAINSIDE. 

Believed to be due to the exceptionally 
wet weather, a huge portion of the 
mountain-side near Cross Keys, Mon- 
mouthshire, collapsed yesterday and en- 
croached on the railway., 

One set of metals was displaced, and 
single line trafic had to be instituted. 

No one was injured. 


MANCHESTER’S WETTEST JANUARY. 

This, it 1s stated, is the wettest January 
on record in Manchester. The returns 
kept at the Observatory, covering a period 
of eighty years, present no parallel to the 
6.58 inches registered already this year. 
Ít rained heavily again yesterday, the 
early torrents representing half an inch. 
In the last twenty-four hours the rainfall 
has been 1.05 inches. 

According to the city’s doctors the rain 
has swept away millions of disease germs, 
but the doctors are working at high 
pressure with patients suffering from 
colds, influenza, rheumatism and gout. 

The immediate prospect is for more 
rain, but the Curator of the local observa- 
tory remarks that a wet January usually 
means a fine spring and a good summer.

RENEWAL OF FLOODING 
IN MANY DISTRICTS. 


The gale reached its climax in England 
in a succession of sudden and extremely 
violent squalls, which swept eastwards 
across the country and caused extensi:¢ 
damage. ‘Three of these squalls struck 
London and South-East England between 
noon and 4 p.m., the second, at about 
2 p.m., being the most severe. Though 
the highest wind speed reported from Kew 
was only 37.miles an hour, velocities of . 
over 50 miles an hour were attained in 
the Northern suburbs, where trees were 


|} uprooted and windows blown in for the 


second time this month. 

The gales were caused by cold air of 
Polar origin pushing its way under warm 
air that had been coming from the 
tropics, and consequently they brought a 
very rapid fall of temperature. In Lon- 
don the thermometer dropped seven 
degrees in ten minutes soon after 2 p.m., 
and in other parts the fall was even 
greater. An abnormally high tempera- 
ture of 53 degrees or 54 degrees had been 
reached during the morning. 


SNOW AND SLEET IN SCOTLAND. 

Heavy snow and sleet fell in Scotland 
and the North of England and Ireland, 
the fall being continuous for several hours 
11, some places. Many other districts had 
hail and thunder. 

At 6 p.m. the temperature stood only 
two degrees above freezing point. in South- 
West England, and at that hour a 50- 
miles-an-hour gale was still raging in the 
neighbourhood of the Irish Sea. 

The very wet weather of the last 
twenty-hour hours has largely increased 
flooding, which was already widespread. 
The equivalent of fifty to sixty thousand 
tons of water to the square mile has fallen 
over a large part of Great Britain since 
Monday night. 

With an onrush of water into the Trent 
from its numerous tributaries further 
serious flooding was experienced in the 
Notts and Derbyshire areas last evening, 
the river having broken its banks~ in 
numerous places. Only hedgerows and 
tree tops are visible on submerged low- 
lying. lands. Countrv roads have been 
also rendered impassable. 

RIVER ‘TEN FEET ABOVE NORMAL. 

The river has now risen ten feet above 
its normal level, its height at Trent 
Bridge, Nottingham, last night being only 
nine inches short of the 1864 record flood 
mark. Conditions, it is feared, may be- 
come worse. Extensive embankment 
works carried out by Nottingham ' Cor- 
poration some years ago have prevented 
the flooding to which the Meadows dis- 
trict—a thickly-populated industrial area 
—was at one time regularly subjected. 
On the suburban sidt-of the city, repre- 
sented by West Bridgford, some fields 
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wa been submerged to a depth of six 
eet. 

Access on one ,side t the Prince. of 
Wales’s new farm in the district 
is still impassable, the roadway from. 
Lenton being covered to a depth of from 
one to four feet. Water, however, has 
not penetrated to the farm. 


A FARM SURROUNDED. 

Heavy rain and high wind yesterday 
caused the Flash, a great expanse of water 
in Leigh, Lancashire, formed by colliery 
subsidence, to rise to the greatest height 
yets known. The water completely sur- 
rounded a farm, the occupants of which 
had to use vehicles to get through the forty 
yards of water to the main road. These 
doors were banked up to prevent the water 
entering. 

Driven by the gale, the waves beat 
against the opposite railway embankment, 
undermining and carrying off a fence, 
cracking the roadway and threatening’ to 
sweep the embankment away, 


MAN KILLED IN LEEDS. 

A brick wall twelve feet high and some 
thirty feet long, covering the back-yard of 
the corner house in Blenheim terrace, 
Leeds, was blown down last night during 
a particularly heavy gust of wind, killing 
afi elderly man, at present unidentified, 
who had just left a tram-car for the city 
at an adjacent stopping place and who 
sought the shelter- of the wall. from the 
violence of the wind. — 

William Bickerdike, aged 17, of Winter- 
field place, who was passing, received 
serious injuries. 

kloods increased in Cheshire last night 
owing to further heavy. rain, and 
thousands of acres are submerged. 
farmers state that the flooded area is the 
largest ever known. Bodies of cattle and 
sheep was seen in the River Mersey, near 
Gatley. Sections of banks were washed 
away and graveyards flooded. 

LIFEBOATMEN’S ESCAPE. 

The Brighton lifeboat, William Wallis, 
was battered by heavy seas, and two 
members of the crew were washed over- 
board, when an attempt to launch the 
lifeboat for a practice trip miscarried 
yesterday morning. 

The tide was full at the time of the 
launch, and the boat made a good run 
down the beach, but just at the water's 
edge it buried its. nose in a bank of soft 
shingle and stuck fast until lifted by 
heavy seas. Just as it appeared to be 
getting clear the rope connected to the 
anchor out at sea, by which the boat 1s 
pulled out, broke, and the boat swung 
back towards the beach. Heavy seas 
swept over it, and two men were washed 
overboard. 

The coxswain, John Taclor, leaped out 
of the boat to their assistance, and the, 
scrambled to the beach. One oi the men— 
Kdward Pearce—was taken to hospital, 
suffering from injuries to the back.

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| LINER LAUNCHED 


BY MRS. BALDWIN. 
THE PRIME MINISTER AND 
CANADA. 
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SHIPPING COMPANIES' 
VISION. 
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From THE Press ASSOCIATION Spzciar 
CORRESPONDENT. 

GLASGOW, Tuesday. 
“This has been one of the greatest and 
most thrilling moments of my life,” was Mrs. 
Baldwin’s comment when, amidst the cheers 
of hundreds of shipyard workers, she launched 
the Duchess of Bedford, a twenty-thousand- 
ton liner, of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company, at Clydebank to-day. 

The Prime Minister accompanied his wife, 
and for both the experience was novel, for 
neither hitherto had seen the launching of a 


ship. 
The Duchess of Bedford is one of four new 
sister ships for the Canadian Pacific Railway. 
The Duchess of Atholl already has been 
launched, and the Duchess of Richmond and 
the Duchess of Cornwall are on the stocks in 
the. shipyard of John Brown and Co., where 
the Duchess of Bedford was also built. 
Mr. and Mrs. Baldwin had a cordial recep- 
tion in the shipyards. . Their visit corre- 
sponded with the workers’ dinner-hour, and 
they spent a considerable time inspecting the 
yards and mingling with the workmen, by 
whom they were repeatedly cheered. Hundreds 
of men perched high on the unfinished hulls 
of the Duchess of Richmond and the Duchess 
of Cornwall, on neighbouring stocks, watched 
the launch. They shouted good-humoured 
banter at the Prime Minister, who several 
limes waved his hat in response. 

THE NAMING CEREMONY. 
After having cut the tape, and released the 
traditional bottle of champagne, to break on 
the ship’s stem, Mrs. Baldwin said :—‘' 1 
name you ‘ Duchess of Bedford.’ May God 
protect and prosper you. May He preserve 
and bless all those that go forth with you 
into the known and the unknown.’’ Then 
she pressed the button, which, by means of 
electric contact, released four small pins 
holding the sliding way in position, and the 
20,000-ton bulk of the great liner moved 
smoothly down the ways. She gathered 
speed rapidly, put her plunge into the waters 
of the Clyde was steadied by hundreds of 
fathoms of massive cable, which, made fast 
to her stem, acted as an effective brake. As 
the liner took the water there was a great 
burst of cheering, in which the Prime Minister 
and the rivet-boys joined, while Mrs. Baldwin 
waved good lack. 


IN PRAISE OF CANADA. 
Baldwin spoke at a subsequent 
luncheon. Alluding to his Canadian visit, he 
described the ‘‘rest’’ which followed two 
strenuous days of travelling and speaking. 
“1 was taken to the Banff Springs Hotel to 
rest for a day,’ he said, “so they 
got me up early in the morning 
to make a North American Indian of me.”’ 
They had me _ pholographed by every 
American guest staying in the Banff Springs 
Hotel.. They took me for a motor drive of 
150 miles in the Rockies. We arrived back 
just in time for dinner, and staried off again 
the first thing next morning. The hospitality 
of the Canadians is boundless, but I warn you 
to be of good health and strength before you 
put yourselves’ in their hands as guests. 
(Laughter. ) 
| am conscious of two deep impressions of 
Canada. One is that the moment you get 
there you feel absolutely at home. When I 
set foot. in Canada I felt that had I not some- 
thing to do over here I could have been at 
home and happy over there. There are not 
many. places where you feel it—(cheers)—and, 
secondly, 1 was conscious of «the close links 
which bind Canada to Scotland. In the East 
you find that no people did more to lay the 
foundations of the maritime provinces than 
the Scot, You find the Scot again in 
Ontario, and in the newer lands you are con- 
scious of how much he did to explore and 
develop what half a century ago were wild 
regions. and bring them into the ambit of 
civilisation fer which our people stands. 
Talking as I did with the peopie at railway 
stations, it was a revelation to find the Scot 
so often in positions of importance. I can 
think of quite a number of Chief Constables 
in little towns who had received their training 
in the city of Glasgow. They all gave me 
to understand their training had -been in- 
valuable, and that their life now was. simple 
and easy compared with what it had been. 
(Laughter. ) 

lí one thing stands out more than another 
in my mind, it is a consciousness of the end- 
less spaces in Canada still awaiting people. 
We went on for hour aiter hour, and for two 
consecutive evenings, running west into the 
setting sun. I still see the endless track in 
the red light converging to a single point. 
All these spaces are waiting to be filled and 
made into the greatest agglomeration of our 
own people, to keep supreme and predominant 
for ever, as 1 hope, British civilisation in the 
whole of that great hemisphere. - (Cheers.) 
We may take great encouragement from the 
fact that shipping companies of vision are 
inaugurating third-class tourist traffic. Thit 
means that the ordinary people—the back- 
bone of every country—will be able to go 
backwards and forwards between the old home 
and the new. It will forge a strong link of 
union, and no one going to his home in the 
new world need feel, as the early pioneers 
must have felt, that the hardest task of all 
was to sever the link with the eld people. 

In a brief allusion to trade prospects, Mr. 
Baldwin, referring to the remarks of an 
earlier speaker, said, amidst cheers—‘‘All 
the best men to-day are optimists.”’ 


PRESENTATION TO MRS. BALDWIN. 

Mrs. Baldwin was presented with a sapphire 
and diamond brooch, in a tortoiseshell casket, 
hearing a picture, inlaid in gold, of the ship 
that she has sponsored. “It has been a 
great honour to launch a ship and 
send it forth into the Empire, she said in 
acknowledgment: ‘‘If in future you hear of 
my arrogance in talking about my ship, you 
will realise that it is the pride, not of mis- 
taken possession, but of a happy memory. 
From my own point of view, I have forged 
a link between Clydebank, Canada and niy- 
self which is indissoluble as long as I live.” 
(Cheers. ) 

Sir George Maclaren Brown, European 
manager of the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
told a story of Mr. Paldwin in Canada. At 
the railway station of a little country town 
Mr. Baldwin was approached by a Western 
eattleman, wearing the typieal red shirt 
and sombrero. What was the conversation 
is unknown, but at the end of it the cattle- 
man said: ‘‘ Shake, Stanley; you talk our 
language.” (Cheers.) 

Before leaving Clydebank the Prime 
Minister privately inspected the new housing 
estate.

The General Council of the Trade Union 
Congtess, at a special meeting in London 
yesterday, decided by a .substantial majority 
to continue its discussions with a group of 
employers headed by Sir Alfred Mond. The 
discussions, it is hoped, will promote peace 
and goodwill in industry. 

The meeting was held to determine the 
Council’s policy and attitude, and on what 
general lines the discussions should be con- 
tinued. 

OFFICIAL NEPORT. 

The General Council sat until 6 o'clock, 
when the following official statement was 
made by Mr. Citrine, the Secretary :—‘‘ The 
General Council decided to continue the dis- 
cussions with the group of employers, and 
they have authorised the Committee which 
was appointed before the Burlington House 
Conference to meet the Committee already 
appointed by the employers and discuss the 
questions at issue and future arrangements. 

“The Trade Union Congress Committee 
consists of Mr. Ben Turner (Chairman), Mr. 
J. H. Thomas, M.P.; Mr. E. Bevin, Mr. A. 
Pugh, Mr. E. Thorne, M.P.; Mr. T. Richards 
and Mr. W. Citrine. 

‘The Trade Union Congress Committee 
has been authorised to ‘draft an interim 
report for submission to the executives of the 
affiliated unions, and reports will be prepared 
for circulation to the unions from time to 
time during the period of the discussiens.”’ 

Replying to questions, Mr. Citrine said that 
no date had yet been fixed for another full 
conference with the employers. ‘The two 
Committees would meet and carry on the 
discussions in the meantime. ‘‘ No doubt,” 
he added, ‘‘ the Trade Union Congress Com- 
mittee will make submissions on certain ques- 
tions which they consider ‘should come up for 
discussion. 

MR. COOK. 

Asked whether there had been any refer- 
ence ta the action taken by Mr. A. J. Cook, 
Mr. Citrine said :—‘' ‘hat is purely a personal 
matter, and [would prefer not to discuss it.”’ 

Mr. Ben Turner said :—*‘ There is no actual 
agenda yet prepared. Sir Alfred Mond 
stated that there was no limit to the questions 
to be discussed. It is, therefore, a matter 
of mutual arrangement on both sides as to 
the subjects that will be considered. We 
shall draw up a list of questions to be dealt 
with from the trade union point of view.” 

The Press Association understands that 
the decision to continue the discussions was 
reached by a substantial majority. There 
were five absentees from the meeting—Mr. 
Purcell and Mr. Halsworth, who are in India; 
Mr. John Hill. Mr. George Hicks, and Mr. 
A. Hayday, M.P.,.who were unable to attend. 


THE OPPOSITION. 

Mr. <A. J. Cook said, on leaving the 
Council meeting :—‘‘I reaffirmed my oppost- 
tion at to-day’s meeting to the action of the 
(Jeneral Council in continuing to meet the 
employers. The opposition has imcreased, 
and been intensified. I was supported to-day 
by Mr. Swales, and, altogether, there were 
six members of the Council who opposed the 
continuance of the discussion without 
authority or a defimte mandate from the 
unions. There was no question at all as to 
my attitude, and I was neither rebuked nor 
censured by the Council.”’ 

The Press Association Labour Corre- 
spondent states that the discussion at times 
was very lively and heated. and the opposi- 
tion gained one point. They obtained a 
decision that a report of the proceedings with 
the employers should be submitted to the 
affiliated umons. There will probably not be 
any full conference with the employers for 
some weeks. 

The two committees will cet. to work on 
the details almost at once, and a full con- 
ference will not be summoned until a practical 
programme has been hammered out. Several 
months will elapse, it is anticipated, before 
concrete proposals or recommendations are 
made.

At Firmount (Co. Cork) District Court 
yesterday, Mrs. Julia McCarthy, of Rea Ber- 
rings; her son, Charles; and daughter, Mary, 
were charged with having, on December Wth 
last, assaulted Guards Barrett and Cronin, 
and unlawfully rescued from them another 
son of Mrs. McCarthy, Patrick, who was 
previously charged with attempting to murder 
William O’Callaghan, of Scarteen, but who 
failed to appear on recognisance in answer 
to this charge. 

Guard Barrett described the arrest of 
Patrick McCarthy at his home. The man 
assaulted his captors, and the mother, 
daughter, and brother rushed to his assist- 
ance. Patrick McCarthy attempted to pull 
a revolver from the witness’s pocket. <A 
cloth was thrown over Guard Cronin’s face, 
and he was knocked down a couple of times 
during the struggle, as a result of which 
Patrick McCarthy escaped. The witness had 
fired a couple of shots in the air to frighten 
the parties, and during the struggle Guard 
Cronin’s revolver went off. 

In cross-examination, the witness said that 
he saw blood dripping from Patrick 
McCarthy’s ear, but did not think that the 
injury was caused by a bullet. 

Guard Cronin, who corroborated, said that 
when first approached Patrick McCarthy, 
who was shaving, made a stroke at the 
witness with the razor and cut his hand. 

The defendants, who pleaded not guilty, 
were all three returned for trial to the Cork 
Circuit Court, bail being allowed to Charles 
in £200 and two sureties of £100 each, and 
half those amounts in the cases of the other 
two. 

Summonses against Andrew and Charles 
McCarthy, senior,.to show cause why the 
bails entered into on behalf of Patrick 
should not be estreated, were then taken up. 
The father: said that he never believed that 
his son would fail to appear. 

Adjourning the summonses, the Justice 
said that he would endeavour to make 
matters easy for the old man if Patrick was 
given up.

BRITISH OUTPUT UP BY HALF 
A MILLION TONS. 


During last year 371 merchant vessels of 
1.225.875 tons were launched at the ship- 
vards of Great Britain and Ireland, an increase 
of 586,305 tons over 1926, according to the 
annual shipbuilding returns issued by Lloyd's 
Register of Shipping. This total, which does 
not include a single sailing vessel, represents 
55.6 per cent. of the world’s output for 1927, 
as compared with 38.2 per cent. in 1926, 
During the year 80 motor ships of 335,779 
tons were launched. 

The output of the principal British ship- 
building centres during 1927 was:—Clyde, 
423,723 tons; ‘Tyne, 274,056 tons; Wear, 
162,770 tons; Tees, 130,372 tons; Belfast, 
107,181 tons; Mersey,, 36,636 tons. The Clyde 
figures were 156,078 tons in advance of those 
of the previous year. 

The total output abroad during 1927 was 
1.059.806 tons, an increase on 1926 of about 
611,000 tons. The principal figures were :— 
Germany, 289,622 tons; United States, 
179,218 tons; Holland, 119,790 tons; Italy, 
101.076 tons; Denmark, 72,038 tons; and 
Sweden, 67,361 tons, 

The gross tonnage of sea-going steel and 
iron steamers at June, 1927, was 59,688,000, 
an increase of more than 17 million tons over 
June, 1914. Tankers, which in 1914 totalled 
1.479.000 tons, last year amountéd to 
£916,000 tons; and motor ships, which in 
1914 only reached 234,0000 tons, amounted 
to 4,271,000 tons, including auxiliaries.

John Rowlands, who also was convicted of 
the murder of David Lewis and sentenced to 
death, has since been certified insane under 
the provisions of Section 2 of the Criminal 
Lunatics Act, 1884. The sentence of death 
in his case has, therefore, been respited, and 
he will be removed to Broadmoor Criminal 
Lunatic Asylum. : 

The executions have been fixed for Friday 
next, 

MR. T. P. O'CONNOR PROTESTS. 

Mr. T. P. O'Connor, who signed the 
reprieve petition, said last night :—' I heard 
the news with surprise and horror. [I could 
not contemplate that the facts which have 
come to my knowledge, the admitted mis- 
conduct of the case, and the tremendous out- 
burst of feeling, especially from the district 
where the trial took place, could have made 
it possible for any Government to go on with 
these executions. I will fight to the end to 
save our country from what I cannot but 
regard as a terrible blunder.’’ 

Lewis, a bookmaker, who was formerly a 
prominent Rugby footballer and boxer, was 
murdered in one of the principal streets of 
Card¥ff at midnight on September 30th last 
year. According to the opening statement of 
the Crown counsel at the trial, four men got 
round Lewis, and while one of them held his 
arms his throat was cut twice. 

Mr. Harold Lloyd, solicitor for Edward 
Rowlands, stated last night that not by a 
million miles was he yet satisfied that Driscoll 
and Rowlands were guilty. 


EXECUTION IN GLASGOW. 

James MeKay was executed at Glasgow 
yesterday. morning for the murder of his 
mother, Mrs. Arbuckle, whose body was cut 
up and placed in a sack on the banks of the 
Clyde. McKay walked calmly to the 
scaffold. 

The execution took place at Duke street 
Prison, and Baxter was the executioner. 

A formal inquiry into the death of McKay 
was subsequently held, when the usual verdict 
was returned.

Followers of the Meath Hounds had a 
splendid day’s sport yesterday, though there 
was a gale of wind and intermittent sleet 
showers all day. The meet was at Garadice, 
and a little law was allowed for the revellers 
at Mrs. Connell’s excellent dance the night 
before at St. Catherine’s, Leixlip, but by the 
time Ferren’s covert was reached the field 
had swollen into a good many. A fine old 
fox soon broke and provided what was con- 
sidered by many the most attractive, gallop of 
this season, over about the best bit of country 
and practically no wire. The stopping was 
wonderfully well done through the energies 
of Major North Bomford. he line hunted 
was almost straight into Pratt’s gorse, where, 
after a little delay, hounds hunted on to the 
foot of Larch Hill. Up to this it had been 
all down wind, but when the direction 
changed towards Mulhussey ruins the pace 
improved, and leaving them well on the left 
the bitches ran hard to Colgate, where they 
appeared to mark. Dunne cast forward 
successfully, and the hunt continued over the 
Kilcock-Garadice road down to the railway 
ane Cappagh, and along it slowly into 

erren's. ‘The time to this was just an hour 
and the point about four miles. Our quarry 
broke again, but .unfortunately a severe sleet 
storm came on and progress back to Pratts’ 
was very slow, scent dwindling out altogether 
near the covert. A bitter wind with snow 
did not prevent about 8 or 10 die-hards going 
on to Baltrasna, which held all right. Un- 
fortunately when a fox was halloaed away the 
bitches were busy in covert and did not leave 
it on good terms. They hunted slowly with 
Culmullen covert well on the left, across the 
angle of roads above Culmullen village to- 
wards Cremore on a gradually failing scent. 
Fitzsimons hopes to be out again on Friday, 
and reports about the distemper in the kennel 
are very reassuring. Everyone was glad to 
hear that Mrs. Hornsby, of Rathkenny, who 
got such a bad fall last Friday, was pro- 
gressing as favourably as could be bepested. 


QUEEN’S COUNTY HOUNDS. 


This pack met at Fairymount on Friday, 
January 20th. There was a quick find in 
Hennessy’s and hounds were soon away, 
running in the direction of Wolfhill. They 
soon began to incline left-handed towards 
Fairymount and came back, leaving Hen- 
nessy's on their left, to the old coal workings 
at Hollypark. Scent was very bad, and from 
this on hounds required frequent assistance. 
Hunting slowly up the hill to the plantation, 
they turned right-handed down to the Castle- 
comer road, and, crossing it, were run out 
of scent between the Rushes and Ashfield. 
lime 45 minutes. We had a long jog to 
Lennon's, which was blank for the first time 
for several years, and when we failed to find 
in the outlying furze at Rahanavaran, things 
looked bad. The glen which runs down to 
Spink was the next draw. Hounds found at 
the head of it, but the fox had moved off 
before we came there, and they could only 
hunt slowly up to the Bawnogue road and 
parallel with it towards Spink for about half 
% mile, after which they turned back into 
the glen. The fox was viewed here, and 
getting away on the best of terms, hounds 
raced up the hill to Knockbawn. The field 
were on the far side of the glen and had 
to make a detour to get across, so by the 
time they were over hounds had established 
a lead, and were going so fast that it was 
a regular steeplechase to keep in sight of 
them. Turning to their left on the top of 
Knockbawn, they ran to within half a mile 
of Movadd covert, then inclined to their left 
again nearly to the Timahoe-Castlecomer road. 
Still keeping left a°uded they ran by 
Bawnogue schoolhouse, as if Lennon’s was 
their point, then turned to their right over 
Aughoney, crossed the Castlecomer road and 
up the hill pointing for Fossy. They checked 
on the old road under Cosby’s plantation, and 
were stopped, as it was nearly five o'clock, 
and horses were too beat to face the severe 
climb up Fossy. This was a brilliant gallop 
of 45 minutes in all, 35 from the last time 
they left the glen. The country rode very 
heavy after the rain of the night before, and 
hounds had all the best of it.

GROWTH OF DEPOSITS. 

Trade has expanded rapidly and has 
been accompanied by a growth in bank 
deposits, amounting in the aggregate to 
15,000 million dollars, an increase of 40 
per cent. Meanwhile the almost unin- 
terrupted prosperity enjoyed by America 
has been attended by a large measure of 
stability in the price level.

Snflationary methods, but it is 
certain that “prosperity on a sound and last- 
ing basis cannot be secured except on a fairly 
steady price level. 

The relation between money supplies and 
business requirements, viewed in its effect 
upon the price level, should then be the first 
care of the central banking authority, and we 
find on an examination of American statistics 
for recent years that movements in the price 
level upwards or downwards have never been 
We must, therefore, 
conclude that the monetary authorities have 
met with a high degree of success in the for- 
mulation and execution of their policy. 

DOLLAR SUPREME. 

It is necessary now to observe the bearing 
of this policy on the operation of the gold 
Standard. To-day, as before the war, the 
price of gold in America is fixed, and we are 
apt to assume that the value of gold con- 
tinues to govern the value of the doliar. But 
such an assumption is no longer correct. 

The American price level is not affected by 
gold movements, but is contfolied by the policy 
of the reserve banks in @xpanding or con- 
tractimy credit, and it follows that it is not 
the value of gold in America which deter- 
mines the value of the dollar, but the value 
— dollar which determines the value of 
goid, 

Although gold is still the nominal basis of 
most currencies, the real determinant of move- 
ments in the general world level of prices is 
the purchasing power of the dollar, and the 
conclusion is forced upon us that in a very 
real sense the world 1s on a dollar standard. 

Such is the position as I see it to-day, and 
I am naturally led to ask how long it is likely 
to continue,

TWO FACTORS. 

America is able to control the world price 
level because of two conditions. In the first 
place, her gold stocks are so great that she 
can afford to lose large quantities withot 
running any risk of the gold reserve falling 
below the legal minimum; in the second 
place, her central banking system is so con- 
stituted that, given her great wealth, she can 
absorb large quantities of gold and at the 
same time deprive it: of its credit creating 
powers. In a word, America is rich enough 
either to lose gold or to gain it. She holds 
now one-half the total monetary gold of the 
world. Moreover, her creditor position con- 
stitutes a permanent magnet for gold. Her 
debtors must pay, and, if they can find no 
other way, they must pay in gold. 

The only condition, as far as I can judge, 
under which America might be drained of her 
gold surplus is that she should continuously 
make foreign loans beyond her true capacity 
to lend. That she will lend excessively at 
times is quite probable—there are indications 
indeed that she has done so recently; it is by 
no means an uncommon practice with our- 
selves—but that she should overlend so 
heavily as to make a serious inroad into her 
surpius gold seems to me very unlikely. 1

THE CURRICULUM IN 


INTERMEDIATE SCHOOLS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF TILE IRISILE TIMES. 

Sirn,—Ih to-day’s issue you do me the 
honour report part of a speech made by 
me at the prize distribution of the Cork 
Grammar School. On reading the report | 
saw that it did not convey what I meant 
to say, and, on comparing the report in the 
local paper, I became convinced that it did 
not represent what | actually said on a 
topic of some importance. I took the pre- 
caution pf comparing the reports because 1 
think it is not fair or gentlemanly to bring 
randem charges against reporters or printers. 
I, therefore, retuctantly request permission 
to restate and expand a little what 1 actually 
said an reference to the overweighted 
curriculum in our intermediate schools. I 
said that this state oí things was attributed 
to the Government's policy regarding the 
teaching of Irish. There is, however, no 
likelih that the Government intends to 
alter this policy or that any body of opinion 
will arise to compel it to do so; but 1 
understand that at present ‘“‘science’’ is, 
like Irish, a compulsory subject. If science 
as a compulsory subject were abolished, 
the complaints of school authorities would in 
a large measure be met. Why should 
“science” be compulsory any more than 
Greek?! ! remembez being told by a well- 
known master in one of our Dublin schools 
that Professor Thrift expressed the opinion 
in conversation with him that, if boys came 


‘to college with an adequate knowledge of 


mathematics, they cou!d without disadvan- 
tage begin the study of science in the univer- 
sity. if this is true of students who propose 
to make science their special study, why 
should school science be forced upon those 
whose interests or capabilities lie elsewhere? 
I do not, however, flatter myself that any- 
one will take any notice of this suggestion—- 
partly because among people who know 
nothing of the matter science is regarded as 
a **practical’’ subject which, if studied at 
school, will enable the student to make 
money afterwards; and, further, because most 
people in this country, and particularly the 
majority of my _ fellow-Protestants, have 
always preferred to charge a stone wal rather 
than look for a hedge with a yap in it.—

REDUCED TRAM FARES.

Str,—The reduction in the fares by the 
Dublin Tramways Company will come as a 
great boon to many; but, assuming that the 
law of equity still prevails, it is difficult to 
understand the reason for the retention of 
exorbitant cha*ges for very short distances. 
Possibly the soluticn oí the problem mav 
be found in the absence of competition over 
the particular ' stages”’’ im question. A 
passenger boarding a car at the police station 
in Dun Laoghaire and alighting at St. 
Michael's Hospita' will have to pay twopence, 
although the listance is only a few hundred 
yards, while the fare from Sandycove Railway 
Station to Blackrock 1s exactly the same 
price. This distance is, roughly, two miles. 
Again, from Blackrock Catholic Church to 
Merrion. avenue—a distance of some three 
hundred yards—the public are expected to 
pay twopence, while the tariff between Alma 
road and Sandymount avenue is just the 
same price. 

It is conceivable that the Dublin United 
Tramways Company lowered their fares from 
philanthropic motives; but it is equally 
palpable that, in the ‘‘-stages ” where these 
questionable charges are retained, more than 
a few very. important schools are to be found. 
It is not suggested that their existence justi- 
fies the status quo ante reductionem. It is, 
however, certain that Sandycove Station, 
Monkstown Church, and Alma are 
definite ** stops ” under the new scheme, and 
it is not unreasonable to expect ihat the 
same recognition should be extended to people

LAST YEAR. 


The annual meeting of the Hibernian Bible 
Society was held in the Y¥.M.C.A., Belfast, 
yesterday, when the Bishop of Down presided,

report and financial statement, said that the 
total circulation of 77.477 Bibles was the 
largest recorded since 1916, and was 1,300 in 
advance of last vear’s total.

MAN WHO HEARD AEROPLANE 
CRASH. 


A ploughman in giving evidence at an 
inquest at Woodbridge, Suffolk, yesterday on 
Flying Officer Dauncey, who was killed in an 
aeroplane accident, said that he heard ihe 
engine falter and then stop. A crash followed, 
but he did not dare to leave his horses. 

Mr. Campbell Dauncey, father of Flying 
Officer Dauncey—Do not you think it is more 
important to save a man’s life than to look 
after horses? I do not say it would have 
saved his life in this instance. 

The Witness—If I had left them it might 
have caused more injury and another life. 

Mr. Dauncey—I should have left my horses. 

Dr. R. G. White said that he found Dauncey 
strapped in his cockpit, with the machine up- 
side down. His neck was broken, and he had 
other injuries.

CALL FOR RELIEF BY 
LICENSED TRADE. 
Yesterday the weekly meeting of the Com- 


mittee of the Licensed Grocers’ and Vintners’ 
Protection Association of Ireland was held in 


the offices. Commercial Buildings, Dame 
street, Dublin. The Chairman (Mr. James J. 
O'Neill) presided. 


The Chairman said that very active steps 
were being taken to try and secure rehef im 
the beer and spirit duties in the forthcoming 
Budget. A representative national organisa- 
tion, with a most influential executive, had 
been appointed to take this matter in hands. 
The effect of the peak duties, which in the 
Free State alone were maintained on these 
articles, had become very serious. Breweries 
and distilleries had disappeared. and the large 
employment which they gave, directly and in- 
directly, in the barley-growing districts in 
Ireland, which embraced nearly half the 
country, had disappeared with them. The 
executive of the temporary organisation was 
composed of brewers, distillers. wholesalers, 
maltsters, barley-growers and other interests. 
Trades bodies were also vastly interested in 
this problem, not only from the point of view 
of emplovment. but from the point of view 
of the man in the street betng able to obtain 
his drink at a reasonable price The present 
duties, which resulted in the high prices, 
were, he thought, the highest in any part of 
the world.

SORDID STORY AT 
Pas INQUEST.

“I must say that, in all my experience, 1 
never heard a case associated with such sordid 
details; perhaps it would be as well not to 
repeat them, and I only hope the like will 
never occur again,” said Mr. J. J. Roclie. 
Coroner for South Wexford, at an inquest 
on the body of an elderly unmarried woman, 
Ellen Bolger, who was-found dead last Satur 
day mormng in a hut which she occupied on 
the bleak tract known as  Sheelmalier 
Commons, on Forth Mountain. 

Remarkable evidence was given by James 
Murphy, of New Bog, who said that the 
deceased woman was about 58 years of age, 
and had been living with him for two months. 
She left his place about a month ago to go 
to her “home,” which was a sort of donkey 
or goat house; a donkey and five foals were 
stabled in the hut, which was in a terrible 
state, giving off a strong odour. She lived 
by pulling heath and carting it to Wexford 
to ccll for the purpose of lighting fires. Last 
Friday evening he went to her place, as he 
had an idea that she was in a bad way. 


LYING ON FLOOR. 

He was accompanied by Frank Codd, of 
Trinity. ‘They tound her lving on the floor 
with a bit of straw under her, but ‘with no 
clothes. She had no clothing in the house. 
He asked her if she would have some. tea. 
and she muttered that she would. He went 
to a neighbours house and brought the tea, 
which she would not take. He returned 
home and came back in half an hour to see 
her again. He called her, but she did not 
speak. About 12 o’clock that night he called 
again at her place. There was no change in 


her condition. He went home again at 5 
a.m. When he returned at 9 a.m. she was 
dead. 


Coroner—Did you never think of sending 
for the priest for her when you knew that 
she was dying’—L admit that I was wrong. 
[ did not do so. Witness added that the 
deceased woman was most religious. He 
never knew her tu miss Mass. About two 
months ago she got 5s. outdoor relief weekly. 


CONDITION OF HUT. 

Thomas Keloe stated that the place where 
the woman lived was in an awful condition, 
and the worst he had ever witnessed. 

John Jones, Seaview, said that the stench 
of the place where the woman died was so 
terrible that he had to get away from it at 
once. The door was open with no one in 
charge of the corpse. Dogs could have 
dragged out the body. 

Coroner—It is simply disgraceful that such 
a thing could happen in a Christian country. 
The Guards, I must say, are not to blame. 
Had they got the information in any reason- 
able time, which they did not, such an out- 
rage on humanity would not have happened. 
The moment the Duncormack Guards got 
word of the matter they took immediate steps 
to look up the case, and I understand it was 
12.30 or 1 o'clock last Sunday night when 
they completed their investigations,

The Chairman (Mr. Magee) said that the 
poor labourer, as he had been called, had 
been presented with a house worth from £200 
to £500 of the county's capital. and if the 
occupants were not willing Lo keep doors and 
windows on the house they should be put ont 
of them. 

Mr. Connor said that while he agreed that 
the occupants of the cottages should do some- 
thing. the onus of carrying out the repairs 
was on the public boards. 

The Chairman said that if the people at 
present did not do their own repairs, the 
authorities would verv soon get legitimate 
labourers to occupy the coltages and keep 
them in order.
